AGED SUITOR OF 
WOMAN KILLED 
BY NORD YOUTH 
“IN AN OLD FEUD 


Mrs. Capitola Sollars, Berkeley 
matron and mother of John 
Sollars, Richmond merchant and 
Mrs. H. E. Howsman of 720 
Tenth street, is the central fig- 
ure of a tragedy in which a 
youth shot and killed her un- 
welcomed suitor Monday night in 
the settlement of Nord, about 
eight miles from Chico, 

Robert Jackson, 26, who has 
been mothered by Mrs, Sollars 
since childhood, is held on a 
charge of the murder of Theo- 
dore Lockheart, 48. After shoot- 
ing Lockhart, the youth notified 
the police and confessed’ the 
shooting. 

Mrs. Sollars, who is 58 years old, 
is now in Berkeley where she was 
forced to flee from the. unwelcome 
attentions of Lockhart several days 
ago.

Another: feature of the Congres- 
sional ‘library is the publlication of :its 
bibliographies, presenting lists of refer- 
ences on topics of current interest, and 
particplarly subjects pending in con- 
gress! This feature of our library work 
is of particular value to. students, col- 
lege libraries, state legislatures, debat- , 
ing societies, etc. 


The third exclusive feature in our 
library service rendered is the lending 
of books for use outside the city of 
Washington. Research workers living 
anywhere in the United States may se- 
cure, through the agency of their local 
library any book which is not otherwise 
.” accessible to the applicant. This sys- 
tem of lending books from ithe congres- 
sional library rests on the theory of a 

. special serivce to scholarship, which it 
is not within,the power of the local 
library to render. This service does 
not cover ordinary books that can be 
easily; procured by purchase or from 
local libraries’ but supplies ‘the “unus- 
wal ‘need for the unusual book” Gen- 
ealogies, local histories and newspapers 
are not available for this inter-Hbrary 
‘loan service.
